British Ruler Jumps Nimbly from
Train, Is Kissed by Vietor
Emmanuel, and Given Great
Welcome by Thousands.

AMERICANS  IN EVIDENCE.

“God Save the Klng;' Rung Out on
Chimes, and Royal Guest Ac-
knowledges Compliment with al
Balute—Driven Though the City.

ROME, April 27.—King Bdward ar-
rived hers from Naples this afternoon
and was recelved by King Vietor Em-
manuel in person, who escorted the vis-
itlng soverelgn through the densely-
packed streets.

The monarchs recelved a great popu-
lar ovation.

King IDdward, who was standing on
the platform of his raflroad car when
the train reached the station, descend-
od alone, almost bofore the traln stop-
ped. King Victor Emmanuel stepped
quickly forward and the two monarchs
ombraced and kissed each other four
times, the Itallan King saying in Eng-
ligh:

“I welcome you with all my heart to
Rome,"”

The crowds along the route followed
by the kings numbered 400,000, includ-
ing 10,000 to 12,000 British and a great
many Amerloans, as shown by the
nl'hmrbe-r of Btars and Btripes displayed.
